CANADIAN MASONIU MEDAL.

Prior to the year 1555 the Masonie lodges of th
TOVinCees now known as Ontario and Quebec helid
helr warrants from three several gramd Lndges,

namely, those of Eagland, Ireland, aud Scoliatel.
This system was productive of muaoh evil to the
ernit, creating a diversity of interests and alegi

ance and ag absepce of harmony o actlon aod
working. To apply aremedy to this haetial state of
allalra a prelimloary meeting of delegates was hield
on.July 19, 18558, at the Clirton House, Niagara Falls,
when 1t was declded o call a convention t) wesa e
on Wednesday, Ovtober 10, at the city of Hamil-
ton, Caunada. AL thia cooaventlon it was uoaul-
mously resoived o rorma “Grand Lodge of Caowia’

OmMcers were chogen, and og the 24 of November
they were installed by Hon. [ F Backas, P. G, M.
of the Grand Lodge of the State of Michigan. The
Grand Lodge was thus fally conatitnted uadoer the
natie of *“I'he Most Worshiiptal the Grand Lodge of
F. and A, M. of Canada.™

It was hardly to be expected that all the Masons
in Caupda shonld be satisfed with this movemoent,
Foremwost smong Ity opponents were th se who
formed the body then Kuown &8 the Provinolal
Grand Lodge of Canadi (4 brancn of the Graad
Lodge of England). They touk stroag groonds
AERINEL the new power, and by thelr eMorts gaveral
of the Grand Lodges were led (for @ time) to refuse
recogultion,

In 1506 steps wore taken 1o unite the two bodles,
and at o meeting of the Mrovineial Geand Lodge,
held at Toronto un she 30ch of June, 1857, 1t was
resolved “‘Lthat the mtérests of Masoory required
that perfect unity of the craft shualt be restorad
and malntaiped througnout the provioce (Outario),
and a commitee was appolnted o ke such maen-
Bures a8 they night cousider necessary nad expedi-
ent to ¢fve. guch unity, and to pect any committes
which might be appointed by the Greaad Lodge of
Cadada. The latter body having appoloted sach
commitiee, n meeting of the two,was held at Toronto
on the oth of August, when o plan for the unim of
the two bodies wihs prescuited, but no satlsfagtory
declsion wus arrived at, auwd tn the following Sep-
thmber the members of the Provinelal Grand Lodge
asgembled aud disgolved that body and deslared
themselves an Indepedent CGirand Lodge ander the
atyle and title of The Anclent Grand Lodge of A, 1.
and A, M. of Canada.™j

During that year several conferences were held
betweon representatives of the rival Grrand Lodges,
wihich resuited in & busis Oof unlon acceptable W
both parties, aud on the 14th of July, 1855 the
“Anclent Grand Lodge” was de lared dissolved and
the unfon of the cralt was p oriected. Ten days
later (0 wes resolved “that, 4 medal ba strock eom
memorative of the uoplon of the crafe o Canada,
now g0 happlly effected, and that & committee be
appointed o wrrange the design and get the medal
wrepated and remdy for distribution at the meetings
0 be held Lo January, 1550, ‘I'ne latter part of tne
jlnsvruction was not foldlled, as the committee re.
ported at that meetiog hat they had sclecred the
deslgn and ascertalued that the cost of the maodal
would be frow 89 to §3, without the Unlon ribbon,
for which it wounla be mecessary to seud to Euag-
lanad, the coust of which wouald be about §8 extra.
They also recommended that the medals shoatd be
silver glit for oMcers and past oMeers of the Grand
Lodge, aud of silver for the master, the mmediate
past master, and the wardens of all the lodges on
the reglstry of the Grand Lodge at the time of the
union, to whom 18 distribution should be strictly
confined. The Union ribbon referred to conslated of
a beautifully executed 811K ribbon, bearing the reépre-
sentation of the Eoglish union-jack, At & subse-
quent meeting of the Grand Lodge It was decided
that this ribbon should be recognized As an honorary
ribbhon, and might be worn by any member of the
eraflt: the medal to be worn only by those previonsly
named, At the time of the union, there were o3
Jodges under the Grand Lodge of Canada, and 50 of
Provinclal Register, making in all 118 whose ofllcers
were entitled to receive the medal,

Tho degign chosen for the meda’ 18 guite simple lo
detail. it bears upon the obverse the arms of the
Grand Lodge, surrounded oy the words *“Cirand
Lodge of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons of
Capudn” Reverse, g wreath of maple and lau‘el
leayes encireling the Insceription, “To commem irate
the Unlon consummated 14th Jaly, 16858." The dies
are hut poorly execated, anid are not suMelsuuly
hardened, a8 appears from lite Linpressions taken,
The reverse die 18 almost entirely defaced. [ have
not been able 1o gscertaln with any certaloty the
name of the engraver, but have been
fnformed hig name was Ellis, of Toronto, Tnls state-

Loxpox, Nov. 4.—Late advices from Parie
give particulars of the disturbavces which oc-
curred there on Monday last, Formidable riots
oceurred. Ailded by the adversaries of an armis-
tice, they made an armed manifestation before
the Hotel de Ville, where the Committee of
Public Safety was established by the rioters,
comptrising Ledra Rollin, Hngo, Gustave Flou-
rens, and other well-known names. The mem-
bers of the Government were detained as pri-
sonerd for several hours, but were at length
relensed by the soldiers of the Natlonal Guard,
which aleo put down the manifcstation,
Paria will vote on Thursday next if the
powers of the Government of Defense shall be
maintained. A Mayor will be elected for every
Arroudissement,
Trochu Threatened,
During the disturbances Trochu was threat-
encd by a mob, Muskets and bayonets were
polnted at him, but his coolness disarmed the
rioters,

A fearful tragedy has been snaoted in Montville
township, Morris county, New Jersey. Hen
Miller, & highly-respected farmer of the wil-
lage oiTaylorl.own, of the above-named town-
ship, wenton Wednesda, momlngmlut to hia
work in the woods, takiog with him, as was
his usoal custom, his dinnor in o small patl
While eating his dlnner, at noon, and shortly after
he bad swallowed only a few mouthfuls, he be-
came sick, and noticed a peculiar and unplea-
gant taste in his food. He therefore gave the
rest of it to his dog, which bad accompanied
bim, but before the animal had had time to de-
vour it all, he, too, was taken elck, and in less
than five minutes was dead. Mr. Miller ob-
tained passing asslstance, and was earried home.
On arriving at his hounse Mrs. Miller, who i his
second wife, and is still quite young, seemed to
feel much more sorrow over the death of the
dog than at the daogerous condition of her hus-
baud, Mr, Miller lingered till the eveniong, when
he died. Several of the medical men of the
neighborhood were summoned, and the body of
the dog was opened. Traces of arsenic in large
quantitles were at once found.

The woman, who all the time of the Investi-
gation had been an apparently uninterested
speciator, was then observed to go to the cap-
board of the room and to take ont a piece of
bread and butier, which she ate. She was soon
seized with fearful pains and spasms, and be-
came insensible. She died at 2 o'clock the next
morning. It then became plaln that she had
herself placed the poison In her husband’s food,
and had, when the finger of suspicion began to
polut toward her, committed snicide. Her mo-
tive reems to have been to obtain possession of
the old man's farm for herself and the children
of her first husband.

A coroper's inguest was immediately held,
when it was elicited that one of Mrs, Miller's
tons, a young man residing in the weslern part
of New York Srate, had, while on a visit to his
mother n few daye ago, purchazed from a neigh-
boring druggist two ounces of arsenic. Part of
the poison was found in the enpwoard. Oficers
were immediately sent to secure his arrest, The
excitement In the peacefnl nelghhorbood is
intense.  The Inguest will be coutinued to-day.
